SENSATIONAL FACTS 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT 


Georgians Appear Before 
Quartermaster General, 
Seeking Compensation 


for Being Stopped.

Washington, May 2.—(Constitu- 
tion Leased Wire.)—The near scan- 
dal arlsing out of the sale recently 
by the war department of 81,000,- 
600 pounds of canned meats at 6%c 
a pound, which is about one- 
quarter the packers’ average 
wholesale prices today, the gov- 
ernment guaranteeing 100 per 
cent purity under the pure food) 
law, took another sensational turn 
today when James H. Carmichael 
and associates of Jackson, Ga., ap- 
peared before Quartermaster Gen- 
eral Rogers, demanding that the 
&overnment comply in compensa- 
tion with a contract made with 
them through the branch of the 
quartermaster department in At-' 
lanta,’ for the sale of $1,000,000 
worth as a minimum of these 
goods. 


More sensational, 
the faots broug] t at the con- 
ference. It appears that the Car- 
michael syndicate had already mar- 
lseted, under a government contract 
as stated, in the neighborhood of 
$600,000 worth of the goods when 
they were stopped on their canned 
meat contract by the recent 81,000,- 
000-pound sale. It developed also 
that the Carmichael syndicate was 
realizing an average of 14%c a 
pound net to the government for 
the same meat that was subse- 
quently sold en bloc to the Phila- 
delphia syndicate at a great deal] 
less than one-half that price. 


These sales were being made by 
the Carmichael syndicate through 
merchandise brokers’ throughout 
the United Sfates, and when the 
transaction was campleted with the 
Fhiladelphia parties there were 
thirty carloads of these goods out 
of the Candler warehouse in At- 
lanta rolling towards the Pacific 
coast. The compensation to the Car- 
michael syndicate was a brokerage 
commission, and it is estimated that 
the gross losses to the government 
through the Philadelphia sale will 
net only amount to several millions 
of dollars more than the losses 
would have accrued by reason of 
the differential in market quota- 
t:ons at the time these goods were 
manufactured for the government 
in 1917 and 1918 and the Present 
time, had the government contin- 
ued the sale on a brokerage basis 
as arranged for through e prior 
contract with the Georgia parties, 
but will probably be confronted by 
the necessity of paying brokerage 
commissions under the Georgia con- 
tract as if this latter had been car- 
ried out to the letter.

NOTE SAYS DISTRICT

Secretary Hughes Up- 
holds Line Defined by 
Chief Justice White and 
Loubet Award. 


Washington, May 2.—Unless Pana- 
ma acts’ voluntarily within “a 
reasonable time.” the United States 
will take measure to compel her to 
transfer jurisdiction of the disputed 
Coto territory. to Costa Rica. Secre- 
tary Hughes says in a recent note to 
the Panama government. The text 
of the document was made public 
today at the state department. 

“This government believes that it 
would be inadmissable to interpret 
its obligations to the republic of 
Panama as embracing an obligation 
to support any claims for adjoining 
territory which might be advanced 
by the government of Panama no 
matter what the opinion of this 
government might be as to the va- 
idity of justice of these claims,” 
the note says. 

The boundary line as defined by 
Chief Justice White still remains 
in the opinion of the American gov- 
ernment, the note declares “the ter- 
ritory of Costa Rica, and is to be 
respected as such.” 

The Panaman claim that its title 
to the disputed territory had been 
unchallenged since colonial times, 
the note holds as in no way “en- 
titling the government of Panama to 
demand the occupation of territory 
which is not a part of the republic 
of Panama and has been conclus- 
sively adjudged to belong to Costa 
Rica.’’ 

After stating that the American 
government cesires Panama to take 
steps to turn over the territory in |

1,062 Names Signed to Pa- 
per to Free Husband-Slay- 


er, It Is Stated. 


An echo of the sensational killing 
of Johnny Abbott, driver of Fire 
Chief W. B. Cody’s big, red car, 
which occurfed early in 1919, and 
was followed by the conviction of 
his wife, Mrs. Stella Abbott, of 
voluntary manslaughter with a 10- 
year prison term attached, was 
sounded Monday at the state capitol 
when Edmund T. Martin and Reuben 
R. Arnold, attorney for Mrs. Abbott, 
filed a petition with the prison com- 
mission asking for her pardon. 

The petition, which will be heard 
by the commission Thursday morn- 
ing in its offices at the capitol, is 
signed by 1,062 petitioners, according 
to Attorney Martin, and by all but 
one of the jurymen who convicted 
her on her second trial. 

It recites the belief of the petition- 
ers that the peculiar circumstances 
of the case warrant extension of 
mercy in view of the fact that 
justice has been served in that Mrs. 
Abbott has already served né@erly a 
year in the state farm, and will have 
spent more than a year before ac-

prisoner is drawn to the attention 
of the commission. being declared 
exemplary, and the document ends 
with the plea for executive clem- 
ency. :

A movement was started in city 


council Monday afternoon to _ re- 


move from the people’s hands and 
transfer to the general council the 
right to elect eight municipal de- 
partment heads now chosen by pop- 


ular vote. 

The resolution, which was pre- 
sented by Councilman H. N. Al- 
ford, seeks to vest power in coun- 
cil to elect the general manager of 
waterworks, the city comptroller, 
the warden, the superintendent of 
electrical affairs, the marshal, the 
building inspector, the recorder and 
the superintendent of construction. 

To accomplish the change would 
require a charter amendment au- 
thorized by .the legislature, and the 
paper was referred to the charter 
revision committee in accordance 
with a rule of council by which all 
papers having to do with charter 
amendments must be passed on by 
this committee. 

Referred to Committee. 

Resolutions to abolish the police. 
park, health and water boards— 
charter boards—and to increase At- 
lanta’s ad valorem tax rate from 
$1.25 to $1.°) on the $100, both res- 
olutions contingent on charter 
amendment enactment by the legis- 
lature, were also referred to the 
charter revision committee. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting, 
man of the committee, has 
a meeting for next Friday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock, when the public 
will be given an opportunity to be 
heard on either or all of the three 
papers. 

Strong opposition is promised to 
Councilman Alford’s proposal _ to 
take away the people’s direct par- 
ticipation and hush their voice in 
the choice of, municipal department 
heads. Councilmanic representa- 
tives were non-committal. The res- 
olution was plainly a surprise to 
the members and-they permitted it 
to go to the charter revision com- 
mittee, as the rule requires, reserv- 
ing debate until the measure is re- 
turned. 

| No Fight on Veto. 

Supporters of charter board aboli- 
tion made no fight on Mayor Key’s 
veto of a resolution adopted over- 
whelmingly two weeks ago provid- 
ing for dissolution of all charter 
beards. A motion to file the mes- 
Sage was offered and carried unan- 
imously. 

Immediately Councilman Fred C, 
Woodall and Councilman C. E. 
Buchanan introduced a new meas- 
ure designating the police, park, 
and health and water boards as 
boards to be abolished—complying 
with the mayor’s request that coun- 
cil be specific and name the boards 
it wished to end. 

Councilman Ashley challenged a 
statement of the mayor that the re- 
quest he disapproved, if passed by 
the legislature, would have killec 
the bond commission appointed to 
handle the proceeds of the recent 
$8,550,000 bond issue. The bond 
commission is an ordinance body, 
said the councilman, and, therefore, 
could not be included in a measure 
aimed at the charter boards.

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FEDERAL AGENTS 
“INVITED 10 FARM 
BY BUNY HOGAN 


Defies Them to Prove 
That He Has Been Guil- 
| ty of Killing Negroes on 


OWEN CLARK DENIES 
GIVING INFORMATION 


Accused by Hogan and 
Tells of: Trouble He Had 
With Planter.

Dublin, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)— 
“Bony” Hogan, owner of Georgia’s 
alleged second murder. farm,” to- 
night «>enly defied federal author- 
ities to prove that he was guilty 
of killing negroes on his large 
plantation, thirteen miles from 
here, and invited them to visit his 
Place at any time to question the 
blacks and dig for bodies so long 
as they desired. 

Develpoments in the Case came 
thick and fast, in Dexter, a typical 
little country town three miles from 
the Hogan farm. There was much 
excitement over the charges of a 
conspiracy to ruin him made by 
Hogan Sunday. It was .evident 
from the conversation that there 
are two factions. In several in- 
stances threats are said to have 
been exchanged. 

Denies Making Report. 

Owen Clark, of Ocilla, denied that 
he had reported alleged peonage 
conditions 6n the farm to federal 
officials, but admitted that he had 
had considerable trouble with Ho- 
gan, he stated that the last diffi- 
culty was caused by the action of 
the county farmer in arresting 
without warrants, two negroes on 
the Kelly farm, near Ocilla. One 
of these negroes, he said, was 
carried to the Hogan plantation and 
the other was now on the Kelly 
farm, after being bailed out of jail. 

“I knew when I read in The Con- 
stitution this morning the state- 
ment of Hogan to the effect that a 
frame-up was the cause of the 
charges of peonage being made 
against him, that I was the man ‘in 
another county,’ he was referring 
to. because we had had trouble 
since 1910, when he refused to pay 
me some money he owed me,” said 
Clark. 

“I haven't reported any peonage 
conditions on the Hogan farm to the 
federal agents and don’t intend get- 
ting mixed up in the affair. Our 
last trouble was not long ago, when 
I found out he had arrested with- 
out authority two negroes that were 
here. He got one of the negroes 
back on his place, but I don’t think 
he will get the other one as quiék 
as he thought he would,” he con- 
cluded. 

Officials Will Not Talk. 

Reports ‘here indicated that pe- 
Onage charges had been presented 
against Hogan before the federal 
grand jury im Macon. Assistant 
District Attorney Clem Powers, 
however, said over long distance 
telephone he was not at.liberty to 
discuss the case, and refused to 
either affirm or deny the reports. 

Judge John S. Adams, prominent 
Dublin attorney, has been retained 
by Hogan and he stated tonight 
he was prepared to’ defend any 
charge of murder or peonage that 
may be lodged against the farmer. 
For more than three hours this 
afternoon, Hogan accompanied the 
Constitution correspondent on an 
inspection trip of his farm. There 
are approximately 2,700 acres of 
the pl-ntation, all in excellent culti- 
vation. Most of the crops are grain 
and very little cotton has been 
Planted. Hogan said that seventy- 
five negroes were residing on the 
Place and that he paid each working 
negro between fifteen and forty 
dollars a month in addition to giv- 
ing them food.

farm for the Kelly plantation in 
Irwin county, declared that her hus- 
band owed Hogan money at the 
time he left. and that she knew of

to keep the army in emergency 
condition for national defense. and 
who by virtue of that assignment 
becomes the chief of the citizen's 
army, today informed Congressman 
Upshaw of Georgia that he would 
personally appear before Secretary 
of War Weeks at once and ask that 
Camp Gordon, Atlanta, be retained 
as a permanent training field, the 
specific purpose for which it is to 
be used in that connection to be de- 
termined later. but at present for 
vocational purpases. 

General 
jwhen he and the Atlanta congress-‘ 
man inspected Camp Gordon a year 
or more ago he was impressed with 
the great advantages that this camp 
offered as a permanent army plant, 
the location, rallroad facilities, ap- 
proach. proximity to community ac- 
tivities, health, sanitation and per- 
manency of improvements being 
the considerations. At that time, 
however, the military policy of the 
nation being uncertain, it was not 
possible to ma&ake the definite de- 
mand for its retention that is pos- 
sible today. 

General Pershing declared most 
of the old mobilization camps had 
to go, of course, but that in the 
program for training fields, etc./un- 
der the new regime he would make 
a determined effort not only to keep 
Gordon as a military plant, but to 
make of it one of the nation’s 
greatest military institutions. Un- 
der the old order of congress the 
camp will be scrapped after July 1, 
unless Gordon is fitted into a na- 
tional military training program of 
a permanent nature, and that now 
seems almost assured.

INTHO DECISION 


Settlements involving $871,720 
were made Monday in two suits 


brought against the Brown-Ran- 
dolph corporation, owners of. the 
Transportation building at Marietta 
nd Forsyth streets, in Judge H. M. 
eid’s court. The sum of $435,048 
was awarded to E. T. Brown, and 
$436,672 to A. V. Gude, Jr., sole sur- 
viving partner of the A. V. Gude 
Construction company. The settle- 
ments were made by consent. 

In the suit brought by Mr. Brown 
recovery was asked'on the grounds 
that the plaintiff held promissory 
notes issued by the corporation 
owning the Transportation building, 
the money from which was used to 
pay city tax and insurance pre- 
miums. The suit by the Gude Con- 
struction company was for payment 
of accounts for construction and al- 
teration of the building. Changes in 
the original plans also figured in 
the suit. 

The case was carried to the state 
supreme court on a demurrer, which 
was decided in the plaintiff's favor, 
this action sending the case back to 
the lower court to be settled on its 
merits. A mutual agreement was 
reached, the total amounts passed 
by Judge Reid in the two cases be- 
ing one of the largest ever written 
in Fulton county. A lien on the 
building was allowed. 

In the settlement made _ with 
Brown. $367,875 represented the 
principal, $33,292 was for interest, 
and $33,881 was allowed for attor- 
neys’ fees. The Gude settlement in- 
volved $362,225 as principal, $54,281 
as interest, and $20,166 for attor- 
neys’ fees.

In 
the latter ¢ase the debtor, though 
contracting to pay his. indebted- 
ness by laborer service, and subject 
like any other contractor to any 
action for damages for breach of 
that contract, can elect at any time 
to break it. 

“But where a debtor is preventeds 
by foree of fear exerted by a 
creditor employer, 
a free agent with respect to per- 
forming his contract and is coerced 
into remaining in the servce of the 
creditor-employer, he will be held 
in the condition of peonage in vio- 
laton of the statute of the United 
States.’

WAR FINANCE BODY 
10 AlD EXPORTERS

Washington, May 2.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The war fi- 
nance corporation today, at a forma! 
meeting of its board of directors, 
agreed to make advances to Ameri- 
can exporters and to American 
bankers financing American ex- 
porters such moneys to finance the 
exportation of cotton under definite 


contract of sale. This is the most 
advanced step yet taken to finance 


ecotton exportations, and is a direct 


result of the conference in Atlanta 
Saturday. 

On his»return from Atlanta today, 
Eugene Meyer, Jr., managing direc- 
tor of the war finance §vrporation, 
made the following statement: 

“Director McClean and I, repre- 
senting the war finance corpora- 
tion, attended the conference of 
southern bankers and cotton ex- 
porters, which was held in Atlanta 
on Saturday, under the auspices of 
the Federal International Banking 
company. Theconference was high- 
ly satisfactory, and two definite 
and important results were ob- 
tained. 

“The first and most important 
was the formation of a joint com- 
mittee of bankers and exporters 
to work out practical methods of 
dealing with the exportation of cot- 
ton, especially to those countries 
twhich could use substantially 
‘larger quantities if credit were ob- 
tainable on a sound basis.: The 
second was a definite request from 
the exporters, approved by the bank- 
ers at the meeting, that the war 
finance corporation make advances 
to American exporters and to Ameér- 
ican bankers. financing American 
exporters, to finance the exportation 
of cotton which was under definite

and is expected to shortly announce 
his candidacy from that state for 
the United States senate to succeed 
Senator Park Trammell, whose term 
expires March 4, 1923. These state 
ments were Made in Washington to- 
day by a party of democrats frum 
Florida Who called upon Kepresenta- 
tive Frank Clark, of the second Flor- 
ida district, who is also expected to 
become a candidate “for. Senator 
Trammell’s seat, 

Colonel Bryan has maintained a 
winter residence near Miami for a 
number of years, but has insistent- 
ly Kept his legal residence at Li 
coln, Neb., and has never failed te 
vote there at each election, @nd te 
figure conspicuously in concert with 
his brother in each state democratic 
contest, the Bryan faction and the 
Hitchcock faction being usually ar- 
rayed Seater each other. 

e iast national demo 
convention, Colone] Bryan was ry 
gate from Nebraska, his faction 
representing & minority of the 
State’s delegation, -and in that con- 
vention, while given a usual Bryan 
ovation by reason of his long and 
brilliant party service it is a matter 
of record that the former leader, 
whose word was a convention law 
from 1896 to 1912, not only lost his 
fight before the committee .on reso- 
lutions, but before the convention 
as a whole, to such a marked ex- 
tent, indeed, that he declared, before 
he left.,San Franci8co, that his heart 
had been buried. 


Rumor First Denied. 


During the campaign, when Colo- 
nel Bryan refused to take any active 
part for Governor Cox, the demo- 
cratic nominee, it was rumored that 
the Nebraska statesman would move 
his citizenship to Florida, but this 
was denied, and it will be recalled 
that both Colonel W. J. Bryan and 
his brother attempted, a few weeks 
ago, to “reorganize” the party ma- 
chinery, but without success, before 
the national committee, while from 
the democratic press of the coun- 
try there arose a storm of protestg 
at the suggestion that the Bryan 
brothers should again become domi 
nating factors in national demo- 
cratic affairs 

The moving of Colonel Bryan’s 
citizenship to Florida, therefore, was 
the next sequence and, in view of 
circumstances, might not have been 
altogther unexpected. It is under- 
stood The Commoner, Mr. Bryan’s 
publication, will continue to be pub- 
lished from Lincoln, where it is un- 
der the management of his. brother. 
Colonel mpi will continue as con- 
tributing editor.

Justice McReynolds said that the 
lower court erred in dismissing the 
demurrer of the defendants. 

“Obviously the corrupt practices 
act covers also the primaries and 
‘other preliminary acts preceding an 
election,” the court said. “The one 
question here is whether congress 
may limit expenditures of a candi- 
date. The source of such power is 
in section 4, article 1, of the con- 
stitution. This gives congress the 
power of regulating the ‘manner of 
holding elections’ and not of ‘elec- 
tions.’ 

Chief Justice White, in his dis- 
senting opinion, traced in detail the 
grewth of the election system to 
show that congress was given the 
power under the constitution to reg- 
ulate senatorial elections. 

“It is essentially a federal mat- 
ter, not existing before the consti- 
tution,” he said. 


Predicts New Laws. 


Chief Justice White predicted that 
legislation would come which would 
set aside today’s decision as to the 
power of congress Over primaries 
for otherwise “government cannot 
live.” He called attention to those 
states in which the primary had 
been made the controlling feature of 
the election. In such cases. he 
said, “election is still-born and the 
vote without power or weight.” 

The direct election amendment to 
th constitution has not changed} 
the provision of section 4. article 1. 
of that document, the court held. 

Wants New Trial. 


Chief Justiee White said he con- 
curred in the reversal of the con- 
viction, but thought that a new trial 
should be held. 


Associate Justice Pitney also read 
an opinion dissenting in part form 
the court’s decision, and announced 
that Associate Justices Brandeis and 
Clarke had concurred in the opinion 
he filed. 


Upon learning of the court’s de- 
cision, Chairman Dillingham, of the 
senate elections committee, which 
has charge of ‘the Ford-Newberry 
contest, said the committee would 
meet in a few days to consider the 
effect of the court’s decision on fue 
ture senate action. Senator Dtl- 
lingham said it appeared that with 
the corrupt practice law void the 
committee would be without fur- 
ther jurisdiction.

NEWBERRY GOES FREE. 

By a five-to-four majority deci- 
sion of the United States supreme 
court, Truman H. Newberry, con- 


only assumes the status of a free 
citizen, but is authorized to repre- 
sent the state of Michigan in the 
upper house of congress and help 
enact laws to govern the nation. 

Newberry, a wmulti-millionaire, 
was charged with corrupting the 
ballot box in his state, and by that 
means was elected to the United 
States senate on the republican 
ticket, defeating Henry Ford, the 
democratic nominee. 

He was tried in the federal 
courts under the corrupt practices 
act, was found guilty on a number 
of counts, and sentenced to pay a 
fine of $10,000 and serve thre 
years in federal prison. . 

He served not a day of his sen- 
tence, nor did he pay a dollar of 
his fine. He .appealed his case, 
and now the supréme court—whose 
jurisdiction is final—frees him on 
the grounds that congress “ex- 
ceeded its authority in attempting 
to regulate primary elections of 
United States senators through a 
section of the federal corrupt prac- 
tices act.” 7 

If it be true that congress has 
no *right under existing law to 
“regulate primary elections” to the 
extent of preventing corruptionists 
from literally buying their way 
into the United States senate, as a 
federal jury says Newberry did— 
then it is high time for congress to 


sary to keep the primary ballot box 
clean. 

Chief Justice White, in a dissent- 
‘ing opinion in the Newberry case, 
predicts that legislation will come 
which will set aside this decision 
as to the power of congress over 
primary ' elections, for otherwise 
“government cannot live.” 

Certainly democratic government 
cannot live if men are permitted 
to boodle their way into seats of 
honor and lawmaking power. 

Let us hope that the body: of 
which Truman Newberry is now a 
full-fledged, and, according to a 
majority of the supreme court jus- 
tices, a legally-elected member, 
will lose no time in correcting the 
defect in the letter of the law to 
which this decision calls attention. 


THE CHILD-BAN REMOVED. 

The New York legislature has 
enacted a law making it a misde- 
meanor for any landlord to refuse 
rental because of children in a 
family; which, it is: expected, will 
effectively and foréver remove the 
familflar “Children-Not-Allowed,” 
or “No-Children” signs from apart-— 
ment houses and tenements in that 
state. 

The legislature took the position 

that for landlords to be permitted 
to refuse to rent living quarters to 
those having children is simply to 
penalize parenthood. 
And so it decreed that the owner 
or agent who refuses to admit 
children to apartments intended for 
household purposes, or who makes 
the possession of children by ap- 
plicants an excuse for the charging 
of excessive rents, places himself 
in the category of a lawbreaker. 

Such a law is commendable in 
intent and purpose. 

The Washington Herald, in com- 
menting editorially upon the merits 
of the new New York law, says— 

“Rental agents have found that 
children are often ~llowed a license 
which adds largely to deterioriation 


and so to repair bills. Beyond this, 
children without the out-of-doors in 


| which to get rid of their surplus of 


vocal and physical activity are as 
bad as—though they could not be 
worse than—a strident phonograph 
playing jazz, as a neighbor.” 

Of course, the law should afford 
the landlord full protection against 
damage done by any tenant. It 
does that now, in fact, so that if 
ented property is injured, or its 
rental value impaired, by acts of 
depredation committed by occu- 
pants, adults or children, the own- 
er has his remedy at law. 

But the spirit and purpose of this 
New York statute is to remove the 
barrier against children by making 
‘t illegal for any owner of rental] 
property to post a “Verboten” 
sign against children simply be- 
cause they are children. 

If the policy of excluding chil- 
dren were generally adopted the 
result would be an all-embracing 
ban against parentage and child- 
hood among the non-home-owning 
classes. This would eventuate in 
a species of race suicide.

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


PRIVATION IN PLENTY. 

In fants, children and adults fre- 
quefttly suffer from privation in 
the midst of plenty. The diet may 
be ample in ordinary caloric or 
fuel value for the nutrition of the 
individual according to the best 
available method of estimating nu- 
tritive values, yet fail to furnish 
an adequate something which is 
indispensable for perfect nutrition, 
growth and health. That something 
has been tentatively termed vita- 
man. Physiologists have arrived at 
a deduction, not a conclusion, that 
there are at least three groups or 
types of vitamins: (1) Fat-soluble 
vitamin, (2) water-coluble A and 
(3) water-soluble B vitamins. 

In some parts of the United 
States cattle cannot be kept in 
good, healthy. condition unless the 
forage is improved by fertilization 
of the soil. In Victoria cattle raised 
on certain pasture land develop pa- 
ralysis and other infirmities which 
can be prevented or cured by proper 
soil fertilization. Which reminds 
us that the problem of human nu- 
trition goes back to the chemistry 
of the soil from which our food.is 
derived. Even such a food as cow’s 
milk probably varies within wide 
margins in vitamin content with 
varying kinds of feed. Fresh raw 
milk is generally recognized as an 
anti-scorbutic food (prevents out- 
right or slight forms of scurvy). 
Yet milk from cows which were fed 
for three weeks with fodder with- 
out vitamins was found devoid of 
the anti-scorbutic factor; and Dr. 
Alfred F. Hess, of New York, one 
of the foremost authorities on the 
subject, tells us that such facts 
raise the question whether the milk 
of stall-fed animals in winter is a 
well-balanced or complete food. He 
futher observes that human milk 
varies in vitamin content accord- 
ing to the woman’s food. Every 
Physician knows the harm often 
done when nursing mothers, influ- 
enced by legendary notions, deny 
themselves this and that valuable 
fresh vegetable, relish or fruit be- 
cause some gossip opines it will 
harm the baby at the breast. In 
the winter months the lack of fresh 
vegetables, relishes and fruits 
amorg the poorer people in cities 
probably renders the food of the 
nursing baby unsatisfactory in vi- 
tamin content, even though it be 
protein 


adequate as to fat, sugar, 
and mineral content. 
Scurvy, rickets, pellagra beri-beri 
(a form of multiple neuritis occur- 
ring in certain tropical countries), 
and xerophthalmia or keratomala- 
cia (a dryness and scaliness of the 
eyes), are by no means the only 
conditions attributable to a lack of 
vitamins in the diet. Various de- 
fects of growth and nutrition not 
so clearly defined and quite com- 
monly unrecognized in their true 
character, mrust be ascribed to de- 
ficiences of the diet in these ae- 
cessory factors, regardless of the 
ample food values as computed in 
the ordinary way. Among the less 
definitely recognized conditions 
which are probably due to vitamin- 
ceprivation are impaired vision or 
night blindness. certain cases of 
ordinary neuritis, impaired condi- 
tions of the skin. hair. nails, soft- 
ening and decay of the teeth. some 
cases of unaccountable loss of ap- 
petite and constipation. some cases 
of anemia, underweight, and so- 
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“neurathenia.”

Tardieu and His Treaty

war upon two fronts. At home, in 
France he suffers politically be- 
cause believes that the 
treaty sacrifice of 
French interests to British and 
American ideas, In the United 
Staies and in Great Britain, he has 
to defend the treaty against the 
charge, fathered by Keynes, that it 
represents a colossal success for 
French imperialism, military and 
commercial. 
Mine of Information. 

At the outset of any comment 
upon the volume itself, it is fair to 
say that it must prove a mine of 
information becausé the man who 
wrote it is in possession of more 
facts than any other author who 
has discussed the subject. Lansing 
never knew anything of what was 
going on, as he frankly concedes. 
Keynes was only a clerk, or at most 
a sort of under secretary on the 
financial side, without influence or 
importance and having no access 
to the more important sessions. 

But Tardieu was everywhere and 
in the current of all affairs large 
and small. What Colonel House 
was to President Wilson, he was to 
“The Tiger,’”” and whereas House’s 
Shadow gradually grew less Tar- 
dieu’s influence increased steadily 
throughout the whole conference. 
And knowing much that has never 
previously been revealed, Tardieu 
tells it all with engaging frankness 
and documented detail. His books 
is, beyond all else a clear and com- 
Plete statement of what France 
asked at the conference, what she 
sougeht and fought to obtain, it is 
a French book, written to be sure, 
in part for the American audience. 
but with the purpose to explain the 
French case. 

To take a single detail.“the United 
States has always remained curious 
over the triple alliance, signed by 


Mr. Wilson and binding the coun- 
try, subject to the ratification of 
the senate, to come to the aid of 
the French if they were ever again 
wantonky attacked by the Germans. 
Why did he do it? This has been 
a frequent question. M. Tardieu 
answers it. Mr. Wilson did it be- 
cause he was determined to prevent 
military occupation of the left bank 
of t-e Rhine by the French and in 
the end, this proved the only way. 
But the senate having declined to 
ratify the treaty does France regain 
her freedom of occupations? 
Tardieu believes so and quotes the 
article in the treaty to prove it. 
No book which I have so far read 
Zives anything like the intimate 
details of the day by day fighting 
in the conference between the 
Fr-xch and their British and Ameri- 
can allies, battles over the Sarre. 
ov = the left bank, over everything 
France held dear and vital. The 
reader will find no brilliant denun- 
clation such as Keynes furnishes. 
no. any such sober and restrained 
but not less damaging testimony as 
fills Mr. Lansing’s book. M. Tar- 
die: is, beyond all else a counsel 
for the defense, Khe has still kind 
words for Mr. Wilson and Lloyd 
Georg>, Clemenceau, who writes the 
characteristic preface which intro- 
duces the argument, remains the 
herv. But no student of the treaty 
or of the history of the past two 
years can afford to neglect this 
volume, which covers with light a 
multitude of places hitherto left in 
darkne-.. 


French Case Stated. 

A the moment when the whole 
subject of reparations has been re- 
opened and a new world crisis is 


actually arrived, Tardieu’s book 
supplies the final statement of the 
French case, reading it one can 
see clearly what concentions and 
wLat convictions dominate the 
French mind. Even if for many 
Americans agreement is impossible, 
ete puderstandiag of the 
Ch case is necessary ‘and it i 

set forth here fully ' : 
For myself. however. the most 
valuable portion of the volume is 
that which discusses the question 
of German devastations and of 
French efforts still unaided by Ger- 
man payments, to restore the ruins. 
There is a better statement, statis- 
tically, historically. in all ways. of 
this whole question of German 
devastations in France, than is ves 


France 
represents a 
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too, a better, more convincing an- 
swer to those who assert that 
France is undertaking for herself 
the gigantic task of national re- 
construction. 

Tardieu’s book comes at a fortu- 
nate moment, it throws light upon 
a question which for two years has 
dividedthe world and sstill blocks 
the way to a real restoration of 
peace. One may read his pages and 
understand French policy expressed 
at Lympen the other day, expressed 
at every international conference 
from Paris onward. Unmistakably 
it is a bit of special pleading. Tar- 
dieu is counsel for France, he is 
quite as clearly counsel for Clem- 
enceau and Tardieu, French archi- 
tects of the Versailles document. 

After all, most Americans remain 
in a fog as to what was done in 
Paris, and such facts as have 
emerged in the treaty remain at 
least partially inexplicable, because 
of the mystery thaf surroynded the

British prime minister. To say the 
least for a book which has enduring 
value, M. Tardieu’s volume has 
raised the curtain higher than any 
other.

Insum, while he has been a spe- 
cial ambassador in the United States, 
a member of the cabinet in France, 
and remains a conspicuous legisla- 
tor, M. Tardieu writes as a journal- 
ist; he has forgotten nothing of the 
art which he practiced with Imterna- 
tional success for many years. His 
book is best of books, so far, be- 
cause it is not only written by a 
journalist, but is the work of that 
journalist whom fortune presented 
with the best opportunity to see all 
and know all. Accept his conclu- 
sions, or reject them, agree with 
his arguments, or cast them aside, 
But his facts are there—the facts 
that the whole world has clamored 
for over two years. 

M. Tardieu calls his book “The 
Truth About the Treaty,” at the very 
least, it contains more of the truth 
than any one elise has yet been able 
or willing to tell us. As such, it 
must be a landmark in the history 
of that momentous conference, 
which, if it did not make peace, at 
least constructed the treaty of Ver-

To Smail Georgia Farms 


Editor Constitution: Following 
the suggestions of my communica- 
tion published in today’s Constitu- 
tion, it seems to me of great im- 
portance that every supply mer- 
chant should distribute literature to 
his customers, explaining to them 
the necessity of the “diversifica- 
tion of crops. ‘ 

I asked Dr. A. M. Soule, president 
of the State College of Agriculture, 
to furnish me with some data that 


[I could pass on to the farmers, 
knowing that from such a source 
it would be absolutely correct, 

He has given’ me ‘the following 
information, based on what has ac- 
tually been figured out for Newton 
county for the year 1921: 

NEWTON COUNTY FARM PROGRAM 

; FOR 1921. 

Produce cotton cheaply by growing your 
owh food and feed. It cost more than 30c 
per pound to produce cotton in 1920. We 
must produce it more cheaply in 1921. Seven 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth of food and 
feed bought for Newton county in 1920. 

Did you know that over $700,000 worth of 
food and feed that should have been pro- 
duced at home wag brought. into Newton 
vn A year? Statistics show that over 
$250, worth of corn and corn products 
were shipped in, over $200,000 worth of 
meat, over $75,000 worth of hay, over $50,- 
C00 worth of flour, $45,090 worth of onts, 
$50,000 worth of [Irish potatoes, $30,000 
worth of sweet potatoes and $10,000 worth 
of syrup. 

In order to produce cotton at a profit we 
must first grow, our own food and feed. We 
must make Newton county self-supporting, 
so far as the above is concerned. The fol- 
lowing is a suggestive program for the 
average cme-horse farm: 

Corn—Twelve acres, with cow peas sown 
nt last cultivation, or bunch velvet beans 
at planting. 

Cotton—Eight acres, with cow peas sown 
at last cultivation. 

. Oats—Two acres, followed by cow peas for 
ay. 

Wheat—One acre, or enough for home use. 

Sorghum and pens or soy beans; two 
acres for hay, followed by grain. 

Irish Potatoes—At least % acre, follow- 
ing wheat. 

Sweet Potatoes—Enough for home use. 

Peanuts—Enough for home us¢. 

All-year-round garden at least ™% acre. 

Live Stock—One mule. one cow and calf, 
one brood sow with at least eight pigs per 
year. 

At least 50 hens. 

As supplementary cash crops a small acre- 
age may be planted one of: the following: 
et potatoes, sorghum, cow peas or pea- 
nuts. 

A small acreage should also be devoted to 
grazing crops for hogs, consisting of alfalfa, 
rye and vetch, soy beans, sorghum, peannts, 
sweet potatoes, tape, corn and velvet beans, 
etc. 

If a program similar to the above is car- 
ried out it will furnish food for the fam- 
ily. feed for the live gtock, and should 
afford a surplus of corn, hogs, potatoes or 
syrup, etc., as a cash crop supplementary 
ts cotton. 

In cass of large farms the acreage in 
the above crops should be increased accord- 
ing to the number of one-horse crops or 
plows run, but the proportion of the crops 
to each other shonld remain the same. 

Every tenant farmer should be encour- 
aged to start a home orchard. 

There should be a permanent pasture on 
every farm, but in case of large plantations 
it is thought best to have one large pasture 
sufficient to take cara of the cattle be- 
lonting to all of the tenants. 


This is the basis for a one-horse 
farm, and I have read this careful- 
ly, and think that if every retail 
merchant wuold have this copied 
and circulars distributed over his 
section, it would be of great value 
to the county and to the state. 

Any farmer wanting literature of 
this kind can get it by making ap- 
plication to the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Athens, Ga. 
“Tentative Post-War Program for 
Georgia, 1921," gotten out by the 
college of agriculture, should be in 
the hands of every farmer. 

This past season has demonstrated 
the fact that we have got to “di- 
versify crops” or pay the penalty. 
Think of $700,000 worth of food and 
feed being bought in Newton coun- 
ty in 1920! This can and should be 
stopped. 

My object in writing this is to see 
if we cannot stir up, through the 
newspapers of Georgia, the same en- 
thusiasm that the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture has been dem- 
onstrating for these many years. 
And I want to say right here that 
if its teachings had been lived up 
to the low price of cotton at the 
present time would not be having 
Set a bad effece over the cotton

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No doubt there are counties in 
Georgia that bought more food 
products last year than Newton

It is a shame and disgrace to the 
state of Georgia for the amount of 
hay that is shipped in here from 
other states. During 1920 I paid at 
different times during the season 
$45 and sometimes as high as $50 
per ton for Timothy hay. This can 
be raised right in our own state; 
in fact, about the only way you can 
kill the grass is to dig it up. This 
applies also to other forage. A man 
can plant enough cane and corn at 
a very little cost to supply an enor- 
mous plantation. Why don’t we 
produce these articles on the farm, 
and keep this money at home? 

Don’t overlook the fact that we 
have had several years of prosperi- 
ty, and we must not let this recon- 
struction period have a depressing 
effect on us. We all know that better 
times are ahead vf us, for this can 
not last always. if every man will 
do his duty, the desired results can 


be accomplished.

The driver had not 
had very much experience, and the 
assistant chief, in order to safe- 
guard the truck, and save time, in 
which the firemen might return to 
their work, drove the truck back 
to the street. 

The city manager, who was pres- 
ent, made no protest at the time. 
Monday morning, however, he dis- 
charged the driver for permitting 
Assistant Chief Hardeman to drive 
the truck out to the street. 

The volunteer firemen at once 
resigned in a body, stating that 
thev felt the action was a slap at 
the assistant chief and was uncalled 
for. They stated, however, that 
they would continue to protect- the 
citizens of Decatur until their suc- 
cessors could be selected. 

Resignations Returned. 

The city manager returned their 
resignations to the chief, stating 
that he thought they failed to 
realize that they were virtually 
striking because he had discharged 
a driver for violating the city man- 
ager’s orders. The men again re- 
turned their resignations to the city 
manager, with the request that he 
accept them as soon as possible. 

The city manager had previously 
instructed that no man in the de- 
partment should permit another to 
perform the duties of his office if 
he him self were present.. 

Is Second Difficulty. 

This is the second difficulty that 
has arisen between the fire de- 
partment and the city manager 
since Decatur adopted the city 
managership form of government. 
Some days ago the city manager 
appointed a man as night police- 
man and fire assistant chief of the 
fire department, thus displacing the 
assistant chief already selected by 
the firemen, in accordance with the 
custom that has prevailed in De- 
catur for a number of years. The 
men were dissatisfied with the 
action, and after a conference with 
the mayor and the city manager, 
this man was removed. 
Vhe city manager also had @ 
difficulty with the former mayor, 
wk> was made city attorney under 
the new order, and the city attorney 
resigned, declining tp serve further 
under the city manager. 

Text of Resignation. 


Following is the text of the res- 
ignation laid before the city man- 


ager:

PRINTERS BEGINS 


“Atlanta employers are not mate- 
rially affected by the strike of a 
number of union printers as a pro- 
test against the refusal to grant 
a 44-hour week. All .shops are 
running with new workers recruit- 


ed from the forces of unemployed 
printers, There are too many men 


i represents over 60 per 


out of work now for the strikers to 
hope to hurt us in any way.” 

This was the statement late Mon- 
day by H. C. McCutcheon, chairman 
of publicity of the Southeastern Ty- 
pothetae, in commenting upon the 
walkout at the end of its first day. 
Mr. McCutcheon stated that there 
are about 50 printers on strike. 

W. M. Fudge, president of Atlanta 
Typogysaphical union, No. 48, says 
eleven shops were affected by the 
strike and a total of sixty union 
men are on strilce. 


Strikes in Many Cities. 


Similar strikes are reported in 
other cities throughout the country 
against shops whith refused to in- 
augurate the 44-hour week, which 
the printers claim shops agreed to 
institute nearly two years ago. 

“We are receiving applications in num- 
bers from printers who are out of work 
in Atlanta and other cities,’ declared Mr. 
McCutcheon, ‘‘and due to lack of employ- 
ment in the printing trade, ag is the case 
in all other lines of industry, Ahe employ- 
ing printers, not only of Atlanta, but 
throughout the southeast, are today replac- 
Ing the positions made vacant by the strik- 
ing printers, with those who are anxious 
and willing to work 48 hours a week for 48 
hours’ pay.’’ 

Neither the pressmen, bookbinders nor 
other lines of the printing craft in Atlanta 
have taken any action with reference to the 
44-hour week, and it is not believed they 
will do s0. 

No printing concern in Atlanta nor, for 
that matter, anywhere in the country, with 
the exception possibly of New York and 
Chicago, ever considered seriously the sub- 
ject of the 44-hour week on May.1, 1921, 
and certainly no guch contract was signed 
by any printing concern in Atlanta nor in 
the southeast grantimg any such demands, 


Has Defeated Resolution. 


The United Typothetae has for two suc- 
cessive years overwhelmingly defeated the 
resolution which sought to bind the United 
Typothetae to any such agreement. 

The employing printers throughout the 
United States -have taken a firm stand 
that this is no time to pass on to the 
ccnsumer an increased cost for printing, and 
the place to stop the cause of increased 
cost is at the source, {. e., labor, which

“There was nothing left for us 
to do but strike when the printing 
companies’ violated their’ agreement 
and refused to grhnt the 44-hour 
week.” Mr. Fudge said Monday 
morning. “The contract was entered 
into in April, 1919, between the In- 
ternational Typographical union and 
the United Typothetae, and.the 44- 
hour week was to become effective 
on May 1, 1921.” 

Mr. Fudge issued a written state- 
ment Monday, in which he reviewed 
the history of the * 44-hour-week 
controversy. He added that only a 
small percentage of the members of 
the local typographical union are 
affected by the strike. 

Mr. Fudge’s Statement. 

Mr. Fudge’s statement, in full, is 
as follows: 

At a meeting of the international joint 
conference council, composed of the qlead- 
ing representatives of employers and em- 
p:oyees of the commercial and periodical 
branches of the printing industry, held in 
Chiago April 21, 1919, the following 
lution was unanimously adopted: 

-" lved, That both parties are to sub- 
mit To their respective bodies, that begin- 
ning May 1, 1921, the 44-hour week will 
prevail nationally in the printing industry, 
and that each side recommend the adoptior 
of this resolution to their constituent bod- 
fes and report to the next meeting of the 
international joint conference council.”’ 

For the employers, this resolution was 
concurred in uparimously by the closed shop 
division of the United Typothetae of Amer- 
ica, the Printers’ League of America, and 
the International Association of Electrotype 
Employers. 

By vote of their respective memberships 
the resolution was adepted by the Inter- 
national Typographical union, the Interna- 
tional Printing Pressmen and Assistants’ 
union, the International Brotherhood of 
Bookbinders and the International Union of 
Stereotypers and Electrotypers. 

The international joint conference coun- 
cil, on September 20, 1920, at Detroit, unan- 
imously reaffirmed the position to whfch 
it was obligated by the action of its con- 
etituent bodies, as set forth above, and 
on December 13 and 14, 1920, adopted the 
following resolution: 

**Resolved, That this joint conference 
council considers all members of its con- 
stituent bedies are morally bound to adopt 
and put into effect the 44-hour week on 
May 1, 1921.’’ 

The 44-hour week movement was con- 
ceived by the employers during the progress 
of the war for the purpose of providing jobs 
for boys who were overseas, who were fight- 
ing to make this country safe for democ- 
racy, and to also provide employment for 
men who r@mained at work during the con- 
flict overseas. The international unions 
accepted the proposition in good faith and 
expected the employers’ group to live up 
to the contract. 

We have quite a number of boys who 
served overseas who have been out of em- 
pioyment for qnite a while. The Interna- 
tional Typographical union sent more than 
seven thonsand of its members to the front 
during the war.

New York, May 2.—The_ stock 
market today recorded almost the 
largest operations of the year, al- 
though some developments over tné6 
week-end did not promote bullish 
enthusiasm.

The firmness of foreign exchange and 
low ocean freight rates afe encouraging 
for a better export movement in the future, 
whereas after this time last season ship- 
ments to Europe and spinners’ takings com- 
menced to decrease. 

Meanwhile temperatures remain too low 
for germination of seed and growth of young 
cotton, the outlook for the new crop being 
jess favorable than one month ago owing to 
the cool weather and too much rain in local- 
ities.

The reason advanced for 
this whipping was that he had used 
“an oath which no southern white 
man accepts from any person, white 
or black.” It is pointed out, how- 
ever, thatreports that his head was 
beaten “into a jelly,” are entirely 
erroneous, and that the negro was 
not injured. . 

Letter in Full. 
The letter in full follows: 

“Governor Hugh M. WVorsey, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: We weg to 
acknowledge receipt from you, 
within the past week, of an un- 
Signed copy ota communication 
which you write was sent you by a 
‘prominent citizen’ of Taliaferro 
county, and we particularly note 
the hope expresseu by you in your 
letters to us that we ‘take charge 
of this situation and bring these 
people to justice.’ 

“Since assuming the duties of the 
offices we hold, we always have 
done our full duty, whatever it 
might be, and wherever it was re- 
quired, and so long as we fill these 
offices, it shall never be necessary 
for a request to be made upon us in 
order to obtain from us a perform- 
ance of our duty. 

“Perhaps, in the stress of your 
official duties, it did not occur to 
you that courts cannot act on infor- 
mation given by persons who either 
write anonymous letters, or insist 
that their names be not revealed to 
us, and we, therefore, beg to sug- 
gestthatthe name of the writer of 
this letter you refer to be fur- 
nished to the solicitor-general, that 
this writer may lay before the next 
grand jury such information as he 
May possess. 

“We are already familiar with the 
principal facts ot the. occurrence to 
which the writer of yvur anony- 
mous letter referred. On Saturday 
night, April 23, without the city 
limits of Crawfordville, but in Tal- 
iaferro county, two men and two 
boys went to the home of a negro 
by the name of Oscar Edwards and 
whipped him. The reason advanced 
for this whipping of this Negro 
is that he had used to and about 
thesetwo men and these two Dboys 
an oath, one which no southern 
white man accepts from any person, 
black or white. They gave this ne- 
groasound thrashing, but did not 
injure him. 

Has Not Lost a Single Day. 


“We have had this negro before 
us, and examined him. He states 
that he reported for work on the 
Monday following the occurrence, 
and has not lost a single day. He 
has two scratches on his head, each 
bout half an inch long. He states 
hat it hurt while he was being 
whipped, but he has had no pains 
since. 

“On Monday, April 25, four war- 
rants were sworn out agaiust the 
four white persons who whippea 
this negro, and were delivered to 
the sheritf Monday night. By 10 
o’clock a. m. of Tuesday, April 26, 
the sheriff of Taliaferro county had 
arrested these two men and two 
boys, and had them in his custody. 
The accused waived a preliminary 
trial, and each bound in the sum of 
$500 for his appearance to the supe- 
rior court of Taliaferro county. 

“When the superior court of Tal- 
faferro county convenes, these cases 
will be handled in the usyal legal 
andorderly way, as provided for by 


ithe constitution afd laws of Geor- 


gia, and each of tne accused per- 
sons, when indicted, shall have a le- 
gal and orderly trial in the court- 
house—notwithstanding such trials 
as they have been given by the 
newspapers. 

“‘Wehave noticed the newspaper 
accoutns of this occurrence, which 
accounts the newspapers state were 
given out by your office. We cannot 
refrain from saying that we regard 
it extremely unfortunate that you, 
as governor of Georgia, for some 
reason, possibly a good one, gave 
the facts set forth in that anony- 
mous letter to you to the press of 
Georgia, without first making an 
investigation, or holding the matter 
inabeyance until it was referred to 
us for investigation and report. 

“The press reports quote your 
anonymous letter as saying that the 
head of this negro was beaten ‘into 
ajelly.. Wehave examined the ne- 
gro, and that is untrue. 

Want the Evidence. 


“The press notices state that there 
is ‘night-riding’ in Taliaferro coun- 
ty. If you have any evidence of| 
this, we will be glad to receive it, if 
it is not anonymous, since we do not 
believe there is a word of truth in 
the statement. 

‘One press account refers to this 
occurrence as a terrible condition 
of peonage existing in this county. 
If you ahve any evidence of such 
conditions, and they constitute vio- 
lations of any law of Georgia, we 
will anpreciate your furnishing us 
with it, if it is not anonymous, for 
we do not believe a word of it. 

“The press accounts all quote your 
anonymous letter as stating that 
Sheriff Sturdivant failed to perform 
his duty. The. statement of facts 
set forth above shows absolutely 
that no officer in Georgia could 
have handled this matter in a more 
efficient, prompt and conscientious 
manner than did Sheriff Sturdivant, 
and we denounce this attack upon 
him as unjustified, unwarranted 
and absolutely baseless. 

“We are familiar with conditions 
in Taliaferro county, and know the 
character of its citizens. No better 
live in Georgia, and they 
are justly indignant at the asper- 
sions cast upon them, individually 
and collectively, by this person or 
persons whom you term a ‘promi- 
nent citizen,’ who are not willing 
to sign their names to the letters 
they write, or if signed, are unwill- 
ing for the general public to know 
and identify the authors of such 
underhand tactics as they use to 


besmirch the official character of| 


the sheriff. and the other court of- 
ficers, as well as the citizens gen- 
erellv of that county. 

“There is no county In Georgia 
where the officers are more prompt 
or efficient in apprehending crimi- 


nals, an in obtaining evidence fori ¢.

Bergdoll was permitted to start 
on the golden chase, but fiever re- 
turned, escaping at Philadelphia, 
where he had stopped over on his 
way to the mountains, t® visit his 
mother, now. awaiting sentence for 
conspiracy to aid. him in evading | 
the draft. 

It was on the plea of Samuel! r.| 
Ansell, formerly acting adjutant 
general of the army, General Har- 
ris testified, that the prisoner was 
let out. The general said he had 
been assured by Mr. Ansell, attor- 
ney for Bergdoll, that the story of 
the hidden treasure was true and 
that he would be sent back to Fort 
Jay as soon as he had climbed the 
hills for his gold. 

Feared Publicity. 

Under ordinary - circumstances 
General Harris haid he would have 
acted upon the request himself, but 


because of the publicity given to’ 


the prisoner’s escapades, he showed 
the Ansell letter to General March, 
the chief of staff, “who only 
Blanced at it.” 

“General March asked me if I 


knew of any objection to granting 


the witness testified, 
“and I replied taht Mr. Ansell 
thought that Bergdoll had actu- 
ally hidden about $150.000 in gold, 
and General March said ‘go ahead,’ 
or words to that effect. I did not 
fro to the chief of staff for author- 
ity to act. The order was written 
by my assistant and I approved. it.” 

Former Brigadier General John P. 
Sherhune, of Boston, counsel for 
the committee, and members wanted 
to know ‘why the expedition was 
surrounded with such secrecy and 
why efforts were made to avoid 
publicity. The general said he as- 
sumed, at least, that the prisoner's 
family was respectable and that 
he would be humiliated if seen 
traveling under military guard. 

Sympathy For Family. 

“I wanted to spare the feelings of 
the prisoner and his family.’ 

“Was there any sympathy a year 
ago for this draft evader?’ asked 
Mr. Sherburne.

THREATEN STRIKE 


Mills 


in Six Southern 


as Result of Wage Cut 
Dispute. 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 2.—A gen- 
eral strike of textile mill workers, 
involving approximately 150,000 em- 
Ployees of textile plants in Ten- 
nessee, North ‘and South Carolina, 
Georgia and elsewhere may be call- 
ed, tying up the textile industry 
of the southeast, provided mill own- 
ers insist on making effective wage 
reductions varying from 20 to 60 
per cent, it was announced here to- 
day by officials of the International 
Textile Workers’ Union of America. 

John Golden, president, and Frank 
McKosky, vice president of the in- 
ternational union, are in Knoxville 
endeavoring to settle the wage con- 
troversy between.the employees and 
officials of the Brookside mijs, 
where 1,500 employees quit ~work 
three weeks ago rather than accept 
a 22 1-2 per cent wage reduction. 

During a conference between the 
union officials and representatives | 
of the mills this afternoon both 
sides remained firm and when the 
conference was concluded the con- 
troversy was reported far from set- 
tlement. 

The union officials say the work- 
ers will not resume their positions 
unless the management of the mils 
rescind the orders for the last 22 1-2 
per cent reduction. Representatives 
of the mills say the plant cannot 
operate and pay the wages that pre- 
vailed previous to the announce- 
ment of the reduction. 

Vice President McMahon is now 
at Charlotte and he has advised the 
local officials that a meeting of 
representatives of forty-five local 
unions was held in North Carolina. 
The workers voted unanimously to 
strike rather than accept wage re- 
ductions. It was stated tonight 
that the strike may be called to- 
morrow or Wednesday at Charlotte, 
also at mills in other sections. A 
strike has already been called at 
Columbus, Ga., where 1,000 em- 
Ployees are idle.
